We are glad that the schemes of our Pro- 
Slavery Spoliators in regard to Hayti begin 
to attract some atention. It is many years 
since we have been endeavoring front time to 
time to arouse the People to their true nature 
and scope. Ever since the successful resis¬ 
tance ofthe Blacks to the attempt to reenslave 
them, their island has been an affliction to 
those interested in upholding Slavery. Their 
conduct was a dangerous precedent; their 
condition, as an independent nation, a bad 
example. 

Our commerce with them was profitable, 
and might, by ordinary attention on the part 
ofthe Government, have been vastly augmen¬ 
ted : but it concerned chiefly the products of 
free labor—provisions, bread stuffs, and man¬ 
ufactures—and so, it was neglected by one 
Administration after another, each stubbornly 
refusing to acknowledge their independence, 
or appoint any consul, to protect our inter¬ 
ests, or entertain any intercourse with their 
authorities. The natural result was. discrim¬ 
ination against our commerce, which has 
gradually fallen off, while that with England 
and France has increased.

To 
the construction of the remaining 2400 it is 
alledged there is no serious obstacle, but the 
Rocky Mountains, which are proposed to be 
passed by detours through the defiles, or by 
tunneling if necessary. 

It is proposed that twenty thousand con¬ 
victs should be placed at once upon the road 
to work it, and that the paupers of the Uni¬ 
ted Kingdom be colonized upon the line, and 
there sustain themselves by their own labor.
